Entire Status 


Washington, Dec. 18 <*>.—The 


supreme court ordered oral argu- 
ments today on litigation poten- 
tially involving 
constitutionality 


of the federal government's huge 
flood control program. 


Specifically, it called for argu- 


ments January 29 on whether Ok- 
lahoma should be permitted to in- 
stitute proceedings in the high 
tribunal seeking to enjoin Secre- 
tary o£ War Woodring from pro- 
ceeding with construction of the 
§54,000,000 Dem'son, Tex., dam. 


Some lawyers expressed 
the 


opinion that the court might pass 
on the merits of the 
controversy 


in its written opinion announcing 
whether or not the state was en- 
titled to file its complaint against 
Woodring. 
This procedure has sometimes 


been followed by the court. There 
was no assurance, however, that it 
would be followed in this case. 
The court would have the oppor- 
tunity to make known its views if 
it so desired. 


Among other action before ad- 


journing until Tuesday January 2, 
the court: 


Sustained a 1933 federal income 


tax deficiency assessed against 
George W. Griffiths of Chicago on 
(he ground that he should not be 
exempted because of the forma- 
tion of a "wholly owned corpora- 
tion." The government had con- 
tended that Griffiths formed the 
corporation in an effort to reduce 
and postpone payments of taxes 
for that year. -Jurtice "Frankfur- 
ter delivered the unanimous opin- 
ion. 


Dismissed, "for want of substan- 


tial federal .question,." .-a. govern- 
ment petition asking that the 
court set aside a decision by the 
Maryland Public Service Commis- 
sion barring from the state roads 
trucks used to transport WPA 
workers from Baltimore to Anna- 
polis. 


Sustained, in a decision by Jus- 


tice Douglas, an Arkansas unem- 
ployment compensation tax against 
a bath house company, which 
claimed that it was exempt be- 
cause it operated within the Hot 
Springs National Park Reserva- 
tion. 


Although urging a decision on 


the merits'Of the Oklahoma com- 
plaint, the federal government 
said that the supreme court had 
no jurisdiction to entertain the 
suit. 


Solicitor General Robert H. 


Jackson said in a brief that Okla- 
homa was seeking to start the pro- 
ceedings originally in the supreme 
court on the ground that there 
was a controversy between the 
state and a citizen of another 
state (Secretary Woodring of Kan- 
sas). 


"The 
accidental fact that the 


office of secretary of war is held 
bv a citizen of a state other than 
Oklahoma," Jackson continued, "is 
not sufficient jurisdictional basis 
for maintaining the bill." 


Oklahoma contended that the 


dam across the-Red river between 
Denison. Texas, and Durant, Okla., 
would flood 100,000 acres of its 
land and would be an unconstitu- 
tional violation of state rights.

Washington, Dec. 18 UP)—The 


House committee investigating the 
National Labor Board placed in its 
record today a copy of a letter in 
which an NLRB regional director 
reported' that a newspaper city 
editor "a dear friend of mine," 
killed a story unfavorable to the 
board. 


Philip G. Phillips, regional1''di- 


rector at Cincinnati, made the 
statement in a letter to Nathan 
Wittj.'.bbard secretary, last Janu- 
ary 25, Jri connection was a "pro- 
posed article" in the Cincinnati 
Enquirer.' 


The letter said in part: 
"The city editor, who is a swell 


juy and a dear friend of mine, 
tilled the story." 


The letter also said that Phil- 


ips believed that "the city editor 
and guild friends will doubtless 
DC able to take care" of a proposed 
series of stories for the paper con- 
:erning. a National Labor Board 
learing in a case involving the 
American Rolling Mills Company. 


The testimony about the Cincin- 


lati Enquirer arose when Edmund 
VI. Toland, committee counsel, 
asked Phillips: 


"Did 
you at any time while you 


were regional director in Cincin- 
nati suppress any ^story concern- 
ng the National Labor Relations 
Board in the Cincinnati papers?" 


"Of course not," the witness re- 


plied. 


Explains Custom 


He explained that the circuit

makes public its decisions and that 
n a case involving the Empire 
furniture Company, of Johnson 
City, Tenn., wherein the court 
criticized NLRB procedure, "the 
Cincinnati papers carried a full 
account of the Empire case that 
night and the next morning.

ods of bolstering' national de- 
fenses. 


Proposals advanced by Senator 


Thomas 
(D-Okla) as spokesman 


for the 16 Senators and Repre- 
sentatives 
do not jibe in many 
particulars with expressed ideas of 
the army general staff. 


Among' the suggestions which 


Thomas outlined are the follow- 
ing:. 


Expand the size of airports and 


training areas for troops, speed up 
the production of semi-automatic 
rifles, modernize the field artillery, 
and give; "special and immediate 
attention" 
to defense measures 


against possible enemy air attack. 


The group of legislators, Sena- 


tor Thomas said, felt that "the 
defense against air attack is being 
neglected." 


Are Not Enthusiastic 


Some war department officials;

about increasing anti-aircraft de- 
fenses before taking other meas- 
ures which they considered more 
urgent. 


The army now has in service or 


on order probably 400 mobile 
three-inch anti-aircraft guns, con- 
siderably more than there are 
trained troops to man them.

Tokyo, Dec. 18 W)—The Japan- 


ese forces in China have decided 
:o re-open the Yangtze river below 
Nanking to commerce under mili- 
:ary restrictions, the foreign office 
announced today. 


The decision was made known to 


Jnited States Ambassador Joseph 
C. Grew in a half-hour conversa- 
:ion with Foreign Minister Admir- 
al Kichisaburo Nomura. He was 
understood to figure prominently 
n American-Japanese 
conversa- 


tions aimed at settling outstanding 
differences. 


The Yangtze river, which is the 


main artery of trade and com- 
merce with vast central China 
and opens up to foreign trade the 
greater part of China proper, was 
closed to third power traffic in Au- 
just, 1937, one month after the 
>eginning of the Japanese war in 
China. It was not announced when 
the decision would take effect.

ship, now a mass of tangled wreck- 
age in the Plate river, the official 
said, probably will be released on 
their personal pledge not to par- 
ticipate', in the European war. 


Captain Hans Langsdorff, of the 


destroyed Nazi ship, was on one 
of: the tugboats. 


The official recalled a similar 


case in 1914, when Argentina in- 
terned the crew of a German ship 
but released the officers. 
A German embassy spokesman 


announced 
"more 
than 
1,000" 


members of the Graf Spec's crew 
arrived, in port. 
Previous reports indicated .600 


had come to Buenos Aires but the 
embassy spokesman said several 
hundred others who. were placed 
aboard the German tanker Taco- 
ma before the Graf Spec was de- 
stroyed, also, had arrived. 


New explosions shook the tan- 


gled wreckage at noon today, 
sending columns of smoke sky- 
ward. The explosions apparently 
were caused by gas forming in 
confined spaces from burning fuel 
oil.Late in the morning "the Brit- 
ish cruiser Achilles, which was 
one of three ships that battered 
the Graf Spee last Wednesday, 
drew near the smoking wreck 
while British sailors peered over 
the rail at their one-time adver- 
sary.

Early today his condition 
became worse and as the hours 
passed he showed no signs of im- 
proving.

From .the start, Broun, an in- 


corrigible optimist, had treated 
his illness with his 
customary 


good nature, devoting one of his 
last columns to a whimsical dis- 
cussion of the advice of a physi- 
cian who. had told him to seek rest 
in Florida. 


He died at 9:50 a. m. 
Broun, a native of Brooklyn, 


studied for a time at Harvard 
and entered newspaper work in 
1908 as a reporter on the New 
York Morning 
Telegraph. 
In 


1912 he went to the New York 
Tribune as sports editor. Later 
he became the paper's dramatic 
critic. He was the Tribune's war 
correspondent with the A. E. F. 
in France in 191?. 


He went 
to the New York 


World in 1921 and began his daily 
column, "It Seems To Me."

National Progressives May Revive 
League to Back Roosevelt Candidacy 


Washington, Dec. 18 UP>—Amid 


capital discussion of Vice Presi- 
dent Garner's formed/entrance into 
the Democratic presidential race, 
it was disclosed today that the 
National Progressive League may 
be revived to back President 
Roosevelt for a third term.- 


The league is composed of Dem- 


ocrats and independent Republi- 
cans who worked for Mr. Roose- 
velt's election in 1932 and 1936. 
Melvin D. Hildreth, executive sec- 
retary, told reporters: 


"Quite a number of us hope to 


continue the- league in 1940, and,) 
we hope, for Mr. Roosevelt. We: 
have a great dealiof respect for 
Mr' Garner, but we've got to look 
at the situation from the world's 
angle—what's going to happen a 
year from now." 


Garner's week-end announce- 


ment of his candidacy in Uvalde, 
Tex., occasioned no surprise in 
Washington. Texas friends of the 
71-year-old vice president had 
been working in his behalf for 
months, and his acquiescence'had 
been taken for granted here. 
There were several points in his 


44-word sutement, however, whjch 


aroused special interest in political 
circles: , 


Garner is the first Democrat to 


seek the nomination openly who 
did not indicate that he would 
step aside if Mr. Roosevelt decided 
to run again. 


He said "I will make no effort to 


control any delegates," leaving the 
impression of many politicians that 
he would decline to enter into any 
trades or become merely a "stalk- 
ing horse" for another candidate. 


The statement made no mention 


of Garner's views on public ques- 
tions. Although his'campaign has 
been a rallying point for many an- 
ti-Roosevelt Democrats, friends de- 
clared that he approves of many 
New Deal objectives. 


There were indications that, as 


far as Garner is concerned, his re- 
lations with the President will re- 
main at least outwardly harmoni- 
ous. Many administration follow- 
ers, however, have been critical of 
his candidacy, and John L. Lewis, 
CIO president, denounced him last 
summer as a "labor-baiting, poker- 
playing, whisky-drinking, evil old 
man."

four British bombers were

down in a terrific air battle off 
the north German coast in

Forty-four British planes were 


said to have participated in the 
attack. 
Helgoland, a German 


naval base, is an island off the 
north coast of Germany.. 


The German fighters rose 
to 


attack as soon as the 
British 


flight, the biggest unit yet used. 
against Germany, was sighted. 


Reports said the German planes, 


led by a 
Captain 
Schumacher, 


succeeded in scattering the Brit- 
ish. 


Two German planes were lost, 


it was said. Their crews took to 
parachutes. 


Wreckage Is Seen 


The wreckage of many British 


planes was reported washing up 
on German shores. 


First stories of the battle indi- 


cated it was the biggest air en- 
gagement of the war, with sharp 
lighting over the sea and an in- 
tensive anti-aircraft fire coming 
from land batteries. 


"Several" of the British raiders 


broke through in the direction of 
Wilhclmshaven, Nazi naval base, 
and dropped three bomtafl but the 
Germans reported they fell on 
barren land and caused no dam- 
age. 


The crews of two British planes 


were taken prisoner, it was added. 


Soviet Attempts Smashed 


Helsinki, Dec. 18 OP).—Russian 


tank-pointed attempts 
to crack- 


Finnish defenses on the eastern 
flank of the Mannerheim line were 
reported 
today to 
have been 


smashed by the defenders' field 
guns. 


The difficulties of the Soviet 


mechanized warf.tce in the choppy, 
snow-drifted terrain of Finland's 
southeastern lake 
country were 


reflected in a Finnish communique 
telling of destruction of 30 tanks 
Friday and Saturday, including 
three "land battleships"—30-ton 
machines. 


Particularly intense was the 


combat yesterday north of Lake 
Ladoga which the Reds have been 
trying to round from the south 
and east to roll up the flank of 
the main Finnish line. The Finn- 
ish forces reported all attacks re- 
pulsed on the Karelian Isthmus 
and elsewhere in the southeast. 


Meanwhile, the 
commander of 


Finnish troops on the Salla and 
Petsamo fronts told Swedish cor- 
respondents that two Russian 
forces, of about 10,000 men each, 
were surrounded in the vicinities 
of Tolvajarvi and 
Suomussalmi, 


about 45 miles and 245 miles, re- 
spectively, north of Lake Ladoga. 


The Tolvajarvi force would be 


part of the army Russia is trying 
to send around Lake Ladoga while 
the Suomussalmi troops would be 
of the spearhead shoved into cen- 
tral Finland. 


The commander also was quoted 


as saying that the Finnish com- 
mand was convinced that a Rus-

Its land, sea, and air forces have 
been expanded into a vast "neu- 
trality patrol" designed to keep Eu- 
rope's war away from America's 
shores. 


The nation's "third fighting serv- 


ice" already has started taking over 
its part in enforcement of the pro- 
claimed 300-mile Atlantic safety belt 
around the Americas. 


Part of: the job is to warn mer- 


chant and passenger ships of lurk- 
ing raiders. 


Organized in 1790 as a "baby pa- 


trol unit" of 15 small vessels to sup- 
press piracy and collect customs 
revenues, the coast guard within a 
few weeks Vrill be operating for 24 
hours a day a fleet larger than those 
of many nations. 


Strength Nearly Double*. 


With the addition of 4,000 men or- 


dered by President Roosevelt, con- 
solidation of the lighthouse service 
facilities and personnel of 6,000 un- 
der one command, and immediate 
recommissioning of 60 or more addi- 
tional craft, the coastal patrol or- 
ganization will be operating at a 
strength nearly double any it has 
known in peacetime. 


Officials estimate 22,000 men will 


be engaged. The fleet of recommis- 
sioned boals will join an already ex- 
panding fleet of more than 400 craft, 
including 34 large cruising cutters 
and approximately 50 smaller cut- 
ters. 


The coast guard's air force now. 


totals 55 planes> seven of which 
have a 2,000-mile cruising radius, 
and are equipped for landing and 
aiding distressed persons far at sea. 
An unrevealed number of planes is 
to be added. 


Auxiliary shore facilities are to be 


enlarged. Radio and telephone com- 
munication facilities- are already in 
process of expansion.

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INTERSTATE TAXES 


Interstate commerce is certainly in a mess 


when eggs from across a state line can be 
barred in various states by being arbitrarily 
designated as "not fresh;" 


When goods can't be hauled through a 


neighboring state to another state in a truck 
without buying a license in the intervening 
state: 


When states can impose special taxes on 


drinks, cigars and cigarettes shipped from 
other states; 


When reciprocal highway privileges are 


refused on commercial vehicles from adjoin- 
ing states. 


And so on and on, in a mischievous and 


annoying competition for obstruction of 
mutual trade, which makes it cost $400 to 
drive a "foreign" truck from another state 
through Alabama, or $300 in Georgia, or 
$125 in Maine. 


It is doubtful whether states really make 


money by imposing such penalties, because 
they tend to check interstate trade and thus 
keep down commercial volume and profit. It 
is also likely that such restrictions are uncon- 
stitutional interference with interstate com- 
merce.

USEFUL SNAKES 


Snakes, probably the creatures most feared 


by man, are nevertheless useful to him and, 
if a recent announcement is correct may 
become great benefactors. 
Dr. William T. 


Black of Memphis told a gathering of the 
Southern Medical Association that poison 
from the cobra was a good non-habit forming 
substitute for narcotics in relief of pain. 


The venom does not act so swiftly as the 


opiates, but its effect lasts longer and the 
size of the dose may be reduced after the 
pain is once allayed. Dr. Black has used 
cobra venom with success in a number of 
cases and is convinced that its wider use will 
mean a great reduction in the number of 
drug addicts. 


Some snake meat is already considered a' 


tasty delicacy. Snake skins are used in mak- 
ing shoes, handbags, belts and other acces- 
sories. Now the poison itself is being turned 
to the easing of physical pain. Perhaps we 
ought to get over our terror and indiscrimi- 
nate hatred of all snakes. 


LOAFERS OR MEDDLERS? 


Dr. Lin Yutang, a smiling Chinese author 


and lecturer, is in this country preaching the 
gospel of loafing. A sort of exchange mis- 
sionary you might call him. 


"Our nation (the Chinese) is a loafer na- 


tion," he says frankly. There are also go- 
getter nations, meddling nations, such as 
Japan, Russia and Germany. They are all 
efficiency and stupidity, and as a result 
are turning the world into chaos. 


"The carefree individual is the highest type 


of human being. One who worries thinks 
himself too important. A person should start 
with the idea of not expecting too much from 
life, and then he will appreciate what he gets. 


"This philosophy eliminates the non-essen- 


tials, the hustle and bustle, keeps down the 
blood pressure and is an antidote against a 
world of stupid, mad, obscene struggle for 
success." 


Such an attitude goes straight against our 


ingrained American principles. Yet Dr. Lin 
might be at least half right. Certainly our 
worry and strain and fear don't get us any- 
thing. 


In cases of severe bleeding at the monthly per- 


iods as women approach the menopause (change of 
life) it is often necessary to use radium treatments. 
These treatments bring about the menopause be- 
cause they stop or slow up the activity of the 
ovaries. This is called bringing about an "artificial" 
menopause. This radium treatment has saved the 
lives of many women where cancer was the cause of 
the severe bleeding. 


As in cases of the 'natural' menopause, there are 


hot flushes also in these cases of artificial meno- 
pause brought on by the radium. These flushes 
shock the system and are a source of great embar- 
rassment. It is therefore gratifying to know that 
women are now able to obtain great relief from 
these flushes by using various preparations of ex- 
tract of ovary gland. 
Dr. B. C. Murless, in The Lancet, London, re- 


ports his use of estrogen (ovary extract) in the 
treatment of fifty-one women suffering with hot 
flushes due to the menopause brought on by radium. 
In most cases treatment began between the eighth 
and twelfth weeks after the menopause had been 
brought on. In order to see if the estrogen really 
helped these women, one of every five women treat- 
ed was given dummy tablets of lactose in a pack- 
ing exactly like the one containing estrogen. Al- 
though some of these taking the dummy tablets 
said that their flushes did not last as long and were 
not as severe, there was no reduction in the num- 
ber of flushes that occurred. 


What about those that got the treatment by 


estrogen? A complete cure was experienced by 11 
patients, the average period of treatment being 
four weeks; but these were mostly patients with a 
small number of flushes daily before treatment 
started. 


In only five instances did treatment fail to re- 


duce the number of flushes and in four of these 
the flushes were not so severe. Further, the results 
obtained were permanent. 


The lesson here is that no longer need it be 


'natural' for women to undergo the number and se- 
verity of hot flushes of former years. This_ treat- 
ment may not bring about a cure except in -mild 
cases but it does bring relief to the great majority 
of women whether the menopause is natural or arti- 
ficial (brought on by radium.)

Bresl-LHovsk Treaty 


The Treaty of Brest-Litovsk was 


the peace treaty signed by the cen- 
tral powers and Russia, March 3, 
1918, and ratified by the All-Ru»»ian 
Council of Soviets March 14. After 
the fall of the Kerensky government, 
Lenin and Trotsky proposed «n 
•rmistice to the central power*, 
and Germany offered to receive del- 
egates at Brest-Litovtk. After some- 
what dramatic negotiations, Russia 
agreed to evacuate the Balkan prov- 
inces, Finland and the Ukraine and 
to cede Ardahan, Kars and Batum 
to Turkey, in addition to living fur- 
ther advantages to the central pow- 
ers. The treaty was never recog- 
nized by the allied powers and was 
.innulcd by the armillict of Novem- 
ber 11, 1918.
